Whatever West now plays, 
South is able to get in, lead the 
remaining best Spade for West to 
cover and North to ruff, and give 
North the opportunity to draw 
West's trumps, and leave the 
master. Spade in South, 

The remaining play is suf. 
ficiently obvioug. - : 

No other lead but the Jack of 
Dinmonds at the first trick, and, 
if it is not taken, the King of 
Spades at the second trick, and 
if this is not taken, the small 
Heart at the third trick, is win- 
ning play for South against best 
defence. 

Test the Solution. — 

Of course , there are many 
variations. consequent on whe. 
ther or not East or West takes 
the first or second trick or on 
what card or cards West leads at 
the fifth trick.

We Dore Not Forget Posterity. 

“What has posterity done for us, 
that we should so toil and moil for 
it?” is a familiar and foolish gibe, 
redolent of u rotting {magination. 
For {it is not a pleasant thought 
that our myopic acquiescence in a 
rapid Increase of the population. is 
likely to mean a debacle for our suc- 
cessors some generations hence. In 
most civilised countries there is a 
steady decrease in the birth-rate, 
but the effect “of this in reducing 
the population {is counteracted by 
the lowering of the death-rate, 

Unless something unforeseen hap- 
pens in the way of food-supply, 
there is bound to be a world-famine, 
Unless some eheck to increase be- 
gins to operate, the earth will bear 
the label “No more standing room.” 
Professor Enst points out that if 
the rate of increase actually existent 
in the United, States should con- 
tinue, then within the Hfetime of 
the grandchildren of persons now 
living, the States will contain more 
than a-billion inhabitants (meaning 
a thousand millions). “Long be- 
fore this eventuality, the struggle 
for existence in those parts of the 
world at present more densely popu- 
lated will be something beyond the 
imagination of those of us who have 
lived in a time of plenty.”

BISHOP VALTORTA, LAYS 
CORNER STONE. 


Yesterday’s Ceremony Is Largely 
Attended. 


In the presence of a largo 
gathering of Catholics from 
every part of the Colony, the 
Clergy of all the Orders serving 
in Hong Kong, and the nuns of 
the Itallun Convent, the Roman 
Bishop, Mgr, H. 


noon performed the ceremony of 
laying the corner stone of the 
new St. Theresa’s Church, which 
ig now in the course of construc- 
tlon at Kowloon Tong. 

The ceremony started with his 
Lordahip, who was in full vest- 
ments, blessing the corner stone 
and sprinkling holy water on it. 
Then, preceded by a cross bearer 
and followed by some of the 
Clergy, the Bishop proceeded to 
inside the main 

of the sacred — edifice 
he led the litany of the 


entrance 
where 
Saints. 

Afterward the Bishop returned 
to the corner stone and proceeded 
to Iny it at the foot of the tower, 
to the right of the main entrance 
as one faces It 

The Insertption. 

The stone, which was a slab of 
white marble, was inscribed in 
black as under:— 

“To the Glory of God and in 
the Honour of St. Theresa of the 
Child) Jesus, this Foundation 
Stone has been laid by His Lord- 
ship H. Valtorta, Vicar Aposto- 
lie of Hong Kong. 

Kowloon, 23rd April 1932." 
Afterward his Lordaaip was 

presented by the contractors with 
a silver trowel and a wooden mal- 
let with silver ends, The trowel 
wan inscribed as followa:— 

“st. Theresa's Churdh, April 
2rd, 1982. Presented by Mee 
On & Co." 

Following the laying of the cor- 


‘her atone, the procession proceed- 


ed to walk round the Interlor of 
the structure where halts were 
made at various points for the 
Bishop to bless the foundation of 
the building. ’ 
Bishop's Address. 

After thiy his Lordship addresa- 
ed the gathering at some length. 
He said that he could not ade 


quately oxpress his joy at boing 
able to lay the corner stone of 
puch a fine and big Church, He 
rejoicad becnuse that building was 
going to meet a great and press- 
ing need in Kowloon, \ 

Everyone who attended at the 
Rosary Charch on Sundays or 
feaxt days, he sald, knew that many 
Catholics of Kowtvon could not even 
find standing room inside the 
Church, and this in spite of four 
services, 

These would readily agree with 
him that the mew Church which 
would afford sitting accommoda- 
tlon for 1.700 would yo a long way 
to meet the need of the ever grow- 
inyy Catholic population — of that 
beautiful town which was deing 
built, in) Kowlooa—the new Kow- 
loon, The Chureh would be a land- 
mark aod help to enhance the beauty 
of the town, 

A Worthy Homage. 

That Church, bis Lordship sald, 
was uw worthy homage to St, Theresa 
of the Child Jesus, the Little 
Flower, This new Saint, he said, 
had a providentin! mission to fulfit,

~The Exploit Of Henry Wickham 


- By Harvey S. Firestone 


The magnitude of the rubber 
industry almost’ staggers the 
imagination, and yet this ginnt 
business could not have reached 
its present day size’ were it -not 
for the exploit of onc daring.ad- 
yenturer. The story of the ex- 
ploit is a romantic tale. Its re- 
sult had a powerful influence on 
the course. of modern life and 
business, - * : 

All of the world’s original sup- 
ply of good rubber grow wild in 
the jungfes of Brazil. It was 
collected by native Inbour under 
enormous difficulties. That 
supply was limited not only by 
the conditions under which it 
grew, but by the obatacles that 
nature had thrown in the path ‘of 
those who gathered it. The 
Government sought to maintain 
a monopoly and it placed tiie 
most rigid kind of embargo on 
the exportation of cither plants 
It was their purpose 
to control for all time the growth 


of rubber, the available quantity 
and the price. 

Various efforts had been made 
to smuggle out: the precious 
‘seeds, but all these efforts had 
failed for ono reason or another. 
‘And then came Henry Wickham, 
a British citizen, who had recciv- 
ed in 1876 ‘1 commission from 
the Government of India to pro- 
cure a supply of the coveted seeds 
in whatever way he could accom- 
plish the purpose, There: was 
s0 much doubt about the possi- 
bility of success that the only 
hargain he could make was to be 
paid upon delivery. 

Thereupon Wickham returned 
to Brazil, where he had been 
previously engaged in the effort 
to establish a rubber planta- 
tion. He had made a careful 
‘study of the tree from the stand- 
point of botany and also its ha- 
bits and requirements, but he 
had not devised any plan, as yet, 
{o enrry out his purpose.

Its price is remarkably low, but 
quite apart from considerations of 
cust this new production is a car 
with qualities that one usually ex- 
pects to find only in much more 
ambitious designs.

Ex- 
cept for a scarcely audible click 
from, 1 guess, a valve-clearance, 
there was nothing to distinguish 
the engine from a new one. The 
outstanding features of the cays 
yerformance: were the acceleration 
and general liveliness. The car- 
buretter had no flat spot at any 
peint, and the pick-up und get-away 
were invariably swift and definite. 
I do not think the maximum, in 
comfort, is much over sixty miles 
an hour, but the cruising-specd, at 
halt-throttls, is a good fifty. There’ 
is no vibration-period, but it is just 
possible to feel the engine at work. 
The four-wheel brakes, of the 
Sendix-duo-servo type, are power 
ful and smooth in action, the steer- 
ing is light and firm (though it 
would be {mproved, I think, by a 
larger diamoter steering-whecl), 
and the suspension is excellent. 
The scandalously-Inid Sutton by- 
pass was’ taken easily. Gear- 


changing is particularly easy, and 
none of the indirect. gears are 
noisy. 

Hill-Climbing. 

The iamigad i up a very good 
performance on.my threo test hills. 
The short hill, with a gradient of 
1 in 7, which is attacked - at 20 
miles an hour on top speed, was 
brilliantly climbed on the same 
gear, mostly at 27 miles an hour, 
with 22 ag a minimum. Burgh 
Heath would cortalnly have beon 
disposed of on top if we had not 
been baulked three times. As it 
was the speed on top and third did 
not drop below 20 at any time. 
Pebblecombe Hill, which has a

° The stance for the backhand 
atroke should be at right angles 
to where it in Intended ta place 
the ball.

Of all the theories of golf thnt 
have been disputed ‘that of the 
“straight left arm stands out. 

It has been held a physies!l im- 
possibility to tuke back a golf club 
with a straight left arm. At the 
sume time, tt has been held a vital 
nezeusity to do so.

A golfer I know who carried en- 
thusiasm for the straight left alk 
to the paint of making jt an obses- 
alon found thnt he was losing touch 
with his wooden clubs. In the end, 
he played iron shots all the time— 
even off the tee.

Bell Rope Pull. 


-The pull of the left hand in

So much deadly work was at- 
tributed to the sniper that fin- 
ally a Ghurka climbed -up the 
Sphinx one night and crept on 
him and killed him, cutting the 
sniper’s head off and bringing it 
back to the CoJonel as proof the 
man had died. At least that is 
the story of the sniper'’s end. 

We were a decrepit looking lot 
of soldiers, at that time.
